Ho at- 
tended Beloit College at Be- 
loit, Wis. , c o lit inu ing his 
studios at Emporia College, 
Emporia, Kan., and receiving 
his seminary training at 
McCormick Thoolo 0 ical Semin- 
ary, Chicago. 

Dr. Currens served as pas- 
tor at tho Elevont.fr Street.

Then for several yoars ho was 
engaged in evangelistic work in 
Oklahoma and Kansas. 

At present, beside his po- 
sition' on the faculty of Bryan 
University, Dr. Currens is an 
instructor in the ntlanta 
Bible Institute. __nd as anot- 
her phase of his work , ho 
writes Sunday School lessons 
for an Atlanta church.

Upon finishing at Ottawa, Mr. 

Rudd' was offered a f ellowship 
at th’o University of Kansas.

gree. He then taught at Austin 
College, Sherman, Texas; at the 
University of Alabama ; la tor he 
entered business for a short 
period. Deciding to got back 
into teaching, he accepted in 
1931 -the offer that Bryan Univer- 
sity extended. 

"if this institution doesn’t 
have a future,” Professor Rudd 
says in rogard to Bryan Univer- 
sity, "then the present is not 
worht while, humanly speaking. 

Tho fact that tho Lord has en- 
abled us to go forward under 
such world-wide suffering shows 
that the Lord approves of the 
institution, ns business improv- 
es, Bryan will bo blessed in a 
material way.
